These resQunces were correlated with MCPS science instructional 
objectives* The resources were placed in a microfiche (a form of 
microfilm) retrieval system. During the second and third years* 1978-80 , 
the system has been Installed on a trial basis in 15 public 'schools and 
one Catholic school. Prior to^jthe tryout* the project staff Showed teacheri 
and other staff how to use the Project ^source Mle, During the tryout* 
evalui.tion studies are being conducted and the data will be used to 
revise the project materials. 

At the conclusion of the third year .of the project* 1979-80* the 
Project Resource File will be made available count j^ide* and sample project 
materials will be prepared for dissemination to interested persons.
